Several of the young man's ribs 


were broken, and other parts of his body 
severely lacerated.

th-a explosion was caused by attempting to 
take out the powder. 


A HoEaiBtt DEATH.—Joseph Rahston, 


of Philipaburg, Centre county, met with 
a horrible death by freezing, a few days 
ago. 
He had been drinking freely, and

An agent ofthe Freedman's Bureau, in 


a report to the Assistant Commissioner for 
Alabama, states that in bis visits among 
the poor whites and Freedmen of Bibb, 
Shelby, Jefferson and Calhoun counties, 
Alab±ma, he found great destitution among 
tha whites. Their scanty supplies have 
been exhausted, and they now look to the 
Government alone for support.

snch deeds and conveyance; and every such deed 
and conveyance not recorded ns aforesaid, shall 
be adjudged FRAUDULENT AND VOID against 
anv subsequent purchaser for a valuable conside- 
ration, unless such deeds be recorded before the 
recording of the deed or conveyance under which 
such a subsequent purchaser or mortgages shall 
claim."
